Men don't know time, 
сап not be stopped. Its tide 
triumph, of tragedy and di 
ten can not be erased and this dread 
action of time has the people in its grip. 

The fear of time is seen in many phases such as the high 
death toll over the Christmas weekend. More Americans died 
on the highways than at any other Yuletide since World War 
П. The tol! made the war total look minute. 

Several authorities attributed the abnormally high num- 
ber of disasters to a kind of frenzied escape. They said that 
many feared this to be their last normal Christmas for some 
time and their solution to quick happiness led to bloodshed on 
the roads. : 

Look around Monday at midnight and witness the frantic 
Celebrations and see the fear of time. People will try to cover 
their anxieties of the unknown time with blares of horns, loud 
shouts and the notes of "Auld Lang Syne." : 

But the only antidote to the prevading dread is temper- 
ance with hope and courage. Time lends its sweep to the dic- 
tations of men, and we can guide the writing finger to some 
extent b; ts and attitudes. The plea now is for hope. This 
brings about miracles where despair fails. 

The other day a man from Те: commented that the 
state is really growing, and he attributed the fact largely to 
the prevalence of hope there and the belief that things will 
get better instead of worse. 

Poets have sung of time, talked of time, prophesied of 
time, and we live by time. Consider the words of Mary Brain- 
ard, "I see not a step before me as I tread on another year; But 
Гуе left the past in God's keeping, the future his mercy shall 
clear; And what looks dark in the distance may brighten as I 
draw near." *

City must be prepared to do 
some belt tightening along with 
the people. 

Governing cannot continue on 
an "as usual" basis any more 
than business can. It must cur- 
tail some of its non-essential 
activities, trim instead of ex- 
pand budgets and cut dead 
wood to do the best job possible 
at minimum cost. 

Praiseworthy as governmen- 
al functions may be, they are 
not all as important or as 
necessary as bureau heads 
would have you believe. Their 
demand for more and more 
money to do a bigger and bet- 
ler job is understandable, but 
when money is needed for a 
more important task they 
should not expect to continue 
expansion and unlimited spend- 
ing.

VETERANS . INFORMATION 


By Melvin Т. Dixon 
State Service Officer 

I believe that all veterans 
should be better acquainted 
with Medical Benefits provided 
by the Veterans Admi оп, 
especially the disabled yèferans. 
For that reason I wil! endeavor 
to tell-you more about these 
benefits which include: 

Hospitalization, which is sub- 
divided into (a.) Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospitals (b.) Other 
Government Hospitals (е) Pri- 
‘vate and Contract Hospitals. 

Hospitalization in a VA Hos- 
pital is provided for a veteran 
of any war, irrespective of 
length of service, provided he 
was not discharged under dis- 
{honorable conditions; these in- 
clude separation from service 
| on a sentence of Court Martial, 
| discharge because of desertion, 
[ог because of refusal to wear 
the uniform or obey lawful 
order, or, if an officer whose 
resignation was accepted for 
the good of the service. 

Veterans who served during 
| Peace Time only are eligible, 
if discharged from service be- 
cause of a disability incurred 
in line of duty or if in re- 
ceipt of compensation because 
of a service-connected disabili- 
ty. This includes persons re- 
tired from the armed forces, 
but having no war service, 
who elect to receive pension or 
compensation from the VA in 
lieu of retirement pay. 

The order of preference for 
admission to a VA Hospital is:| 
First —Emergency cases, regard- 
less of whether service-connect-

Second—Veterans suffering 
from injuries or disease, incur- 
red or aggravated in line of 
duty while in service.

Hospitalization in other Gov- 
ernment hospitals with which
